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37 C.F.R. §1.121 due to the presence of text at the top of the first page of the 
claims. The Examiner confirmed that a page break inserted immediately prior 
to the beginning of claim 1 would overcome the Examiner's objection. 

Conclusion 

In view of the foregoing, Applicant respectfully submits that the present 
application continues to be in condition for allowance, and respectfully 
requests that a Notice of Allowance be issued.
